His first crop to race in this country are now 2-year- 
olds. He has six winners thus far—Epithet (Hopeful 
Stakes), Siskin (winner Agua Caliente Futurity, Hyde 
Park Stakes, Joliet Handicap, etc.), Ada Epinard, Blind 
Bowboy, Epinax and Follow Thru.

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REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES. 

AST January THE BLOOD-HORSE expressed 

hope that “the governing bodies of the Turf 
will require deposit of the registration certificate 
for each horse present for the meeting to be made 
with the racing secretary.” The governing bodies 
haven’t done that as yet, but THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is still hopeful. It is encouraged in this hope by 
the fact that since last January the demand of 
purchasers that registration certificates pass with 
horses bought has become stronger. Recent evi- 
dence of this is to be found in the action of E. J. 
Tranter, at his November Lexington sales, in re- 
quiring registration certificate, or the guarantee 
of the seller to procure one and hold the buyer 
safe, for each animal. 


We know of two mares sold in that sale for 
which duplicate registration certificates were be- 
ing sought by the consignors under guarantee of 
delivery. They were purchased by a resident of 
Canada. When the border was reached, the Ca- 
nadian customs officials declined to permit the 
entry of the uncertified mares without duty. The 
buyer had the alternative of putting up a bond 
of $425 cash or leaving the mares on the Ameri- 
can side until he could get the certificates. 


He elected to make the cash bond, which is to 
be returned to him if and when he secures the 
certificates. He had paid for the mares in Ken- 
tucky. Very properly he stopped payment on his 
check, which covered the price of six horses, and 
sent a new check for an amount, less the purchase 
‘price of the two mares, which, of course, was ac- 
ceptable to Mr. Tranter and to the consignors who 
had guaranteed certificates. 


Meanwhile, because of discrepancies between 
marks recently taken of the mares and the marks 
recorded with The Jockey Club at time of their 
registration as foals, the duplicate certificates 
remain unissued, and efforts are being made to 
secure the original certificates from the original 
owners, or to have the mares fully identified by 
those owners. 

It is easy to see what trouble and expense, to 
say nothing of jeopardizing authenticity of the 
American Stud Book, could be avoided by simply 
writing into the rules of racing the requisite 
that certificates at all times travel with the 


horses when racing and that they pass in every 
instance when horses are sold. It happens that 
foals have been registered and sold as out of one 
of the mares in question. If it should develop 
that the Kentucky breeder, who bought her in a 
draft of mares from the establishment of a Vir- 
ginia breeder, had received misinformation as to 
the identity of the mare, or had in some way got 
her confused with another mare on his place, it 
would stand that he has, unintentionally, of 
course, falsified the records in the office of The 
Jockey Club by wrongly registering her foals. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE recently had occasion to ask 
an official of The Jockey Club this question: “If 
John Smith bought a mare at a sale as a year- 
ling in 1921, and Jim Jones claimed her on a 
race track in 1926, and secured no certificate, 
and John Smith died in 1926 or prior thereto, 
could a foal from the mare be registered?” 


The answer, as received from the official, 
reads: “The mare’s identity would have to be 
established, and the whole thing gets down to 
horsemen having to get a registration certifi- 
cate with a horse when purchased, just as much 
as he would get a title to a piece of property if 
he purchased.” 


The rule of The Jockey Club’s registry office 
is that the present owner of the mare must se- 
cure from the last previous owner an affidavit 
that to the best of his knowledge and belief the 
original certificate of registration was lost or de- 
stroyed. If, then, the last previous owner be 
dead, the present owner would be out of luck un- 
less he could, as this official puts it, establish 
the identity of the mare. 


We hope to have from The Jockey Club official 
a comprehensive explanation as to what would 
be necessary to be done to establish the identity 
of such a mare to the satisfaction of the registry 
office. 

We note that our friend, the official, is at one 
with THE BLOOD-HORSE when he says “the whole 
thing gets down to horsemen having to get a 
registration certificate with a horse when pur- 
chased.” We think it now is up to The Jockey 
Club to make the ruling that will compel horse- 
men to travel the certificate with the horse and 
to pass it on from owner to owner. 
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SWEEPS AND CROOKS. 


N a room at the Mansion House, Dublin, Ire- 
land, on Monday, November 17, was a cylin- 

der 18 feet long, 4% feet in diameter, erected 
on an axis and being rotated by an electric mo- 
tor. Inside the cylinder were thousands of coun- 
terfoils, being continuously stirred by the turn- 
ing of the cylinder and by a series of plates stag- 
gered at various positions inside the drum. Each 
counterfoil represented a ticket purchased in the 
Irish hospital sweepstakes. A smaller cylinder 
stood near the wall, with a crank for turning. 
In this were paper rolls containing the names 
of the horses. In the room, watching, were rep- 
resentatives of the British press, promoters of 
the sweepstakes, and numerous others. Six blind 
girls were also there. About 11 a. m. two girls 
were led out of the group of six, one to the large 
cylinder, the other to the small drum. Simul- 
taneously they thrust their hands into the two 
receptacles. One of them drew forth a counter- 
foil, the other the name of a horse. The papers 
were handed to General O’Duffy, chief commis- 
sioner of the Civic Guards, who read the name 
of the person on the counterfoil and the name 
of the horse. An announcer gave the result to 
the assembly. The performance was repeated 
79 times, until the names of the horses were ex- 
hausted. As a result of that drawing, three ob- 
scure persons in Ireland divided a million dollars 
which represented the value of the ticket on the 
winner. A Vancouver, B. C., garage owner was 
made $400,000 richer because his name was 
called out in connection with the name of the 
horse which finished second in the Manchester 
November Handicap, last big stakes race of the 
English flat racing season. 

Such were the precautions taken to see that 
the Irish charity sweepstakes were conducted “on 
the up and up,” as America says it. But the 
first prize in the sweep turned out to be 200,000 
pounds (a million dollars) rather than the $125,- 
000 which had been guaranteed. The enormity 
of the prizes has opened a new opportunity for 
racketeers. It is proposed now to run a similar 
sweep on the Grand National: Steeplechase, to 
be run next March. The racket will work like 
this: A buys several cheap. jumpers for a few 
hundred dollars. He nominated them for the 
Grand National, though he realizes they have no 
chance to win. When the drawings on the sweep 
are made, he ascertains the holders of the tick- 
ets on the horses. B holds one of these tickets. 
A goes to B, offers to start the horse in the race 
if B will give him, say, $5,000. If B declines, A 
threatens to take the horse out of the race, there- 
by taking away several thousand dollars of the 
value of the ticket held by B. The upshot is that 
B acquiesces. C holds another ticket on one of 
A’s horses. So A goes to C and makes the 
same proposition he has made to B. Etc. 


The price of jumpers is already going up. The 
Jockey Club is obviously worried. Sweeps are 
remarkably popular wherever available. It 
would be going against an almost universal de- 
mand to suppress them, but that action may be 
necessary in order to half some of the abuses 
they have brought about. Even legislation fails 
to solve the problem, however. In America 
racketeers are growing rich selling fake tickets 
on sweeps on American and English races. Pub- 
licity concerning legitimate English sweeps 
makes it an easy racket in this country. Most 
of the suckers never know they have been 
“taken in.” They come back year after year 
for more tickets. 


ROCKINGHAM PARK. 

NDER date of December 1, there came from 

Boston as a special dispatch to The Herald 
Tribune (New York) a story to the effect that 
racing is to be revived at Rockingham Park, 
Salem, N. H., and that the first meeting is to 
occupy the month of July next. It is stated that 
$250,000 is to be spent in restoring the property 
for racing. The names of Ralph W. Emerson, of 
Lawrence, Mass., Charles A. Woodbury, Freder- 
ick L. Chrysler, Dr. Lewis F. Soule, Woodbury 
Brown, William F. Smith and Augustus Brown, 
of Salem, are given as identified with the project, 
as are also the names of Col. E. R. Bradley and 
Messrs. Joseph E. Widener, Cornelius Vanderbilt 
Whitney and John Hay Whitney. Colonel Brad- 
ley, at his Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexington, the 
past week stated that he has no knowledge of 
and no connection with such undertaking. Mr. 
Widener has made a similar statement. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that much 
more than merely spending $250,000 for improve- 
ments will have to be accomplished before there 
will ever be racing for a solid month, Sundays 
excepted, at Rockingham Park, which in the days 
of Messrs. Gates and Drake was a failure, be- 
cause of several things, one being the ban against 
betting in New Hampshire, which, insofar as we 
are aware, still stands on the statutes of the 
state.

UR text this week came near being the lack 
in numbers of really efficient jockeys in this 
country, but Old Rosebud has decided against 
the subject, thinking that it has become some- 
what legendary, and will pass it over with the 
remedy submitted by a well-known horseman— 
to wit: That it would be for better if we would 
require that each potential jockey spend at least 
three years in employment about the stables be- 
fore donning silks for his debut. However, I can- 
not conceive of the present day horseman keep- 
ing a boy on the ground that long who has shown 
the slightest intimacy with the art of race-riding. 
It just isn’t being done any more. 
* * * 


F one would observe the preparatory moves of 

what at this writing appear likely to develop 
into the three leading Kentucky Derby prospects 
next spring, Mate, Twenty Grand and Equipoise, 
he must join the ranks of the railbirds at the 
old Benning track, Washington, D. C. My un- 
derstanding is that Mate has burrowed in for 
the cold months at that course and that Twenty 
Grand and Equipoise are now loafing about the 
Brookdale Farm, Red Bank, N. J., and that they 
will join their old rival at Benning as soon as 
the weather permits of the preliminary gallops. 

Jockey Charlie Kurtsinger, who does the heavy 
booting for the Greentree outfit, is a visitor to 
his home in Louisville, from where he goes to 
Miami to ride for Trainer Eddie Haughton, of the 
second division of the stable. Kurtsinger is quite 
noisy in his praise of Twenty Grand and seems 
certain that the son of *St. Germans will prove 
his first Derby winner. Confidence in his mount 
is a laudable spirit in any jockey and the writer 
has no wish of dampening Kurtsinger’s ardor, 
but we would gently remind him that perhaps 
there are other factors, inconsequential as they 
may appear to the brilliant pigskinner, in win- 
ning horse races. 


MORE accurate estimate on the number of 

horses at the two Louisville tracks would be 
50 head; 75 including those now in quarters for 
the winter months at the Durnell establishment. 
Charles E. Durnell (I’m going to think to ask 
him what that “E” stands for one of these days) 
and his fair Missus have departed for the “Hot 


‘Water” track. Harry Williams is in charge of 


the horses left behind, all of which are yearlings, 
with the exceptions of Insco and Foreign Ex- 
change. Never have I known a winter with so 
few racers stabling here. 


Alec Gordon has eight head, instead of the 
18 he reported coming. The number embraces 
the 3-year-olds Desert Light, Imperial Air and 
Sarazen II, and the coming 2-year-olds, brown 
colt by High Time—Heyday; chestnut colt by 
High Time—Anna Patricia; black colt by Black 
‘Toney—Melinite; brown colt by Manna—*Sweep- 
ing Glance, and brown colt by Manna—*Prin- 
cessa. The colts by Manna, an English Derby 
winner, are well liked by their trainer, but I 
would fancy them more if they were not so 
lengthy and leggy. The Anna Patricia colt looks 
the part of a real fast youngster, but nothing 
much is known of their running qualities as yet. 
They have not been askea any questions. The 
honest old sprinter, Byrd, has been turned out, 
but as to whether he will be placed in the stud 
Mr. Gordon wasn’t prepared to say.

T a recent session of the Hot Stove Racing 

Association, the relative merits of the top 
riders was made the chief topic of discussion and 
it was decided that Laverne Fator is the best 
“stable rider” in this country. A fine all-around 
rider, Fator, one who rides with his head, hands, 
heels and whip. Further of Mr. Fator it was 
Stated that he is easier on his mounts than per- 
haps any other jockey in America. Now don’t 
misconstrue that last statement—it was meant 
that he doesn’t take as much out of a mount in 
getting down there in front as the average rider, 
neither does he cut a horse up in attempts to 
overcome handicaps which are insurmountable.

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There are just so many good races wrapped in 
each horsehide and with Fator doing the stable 
riding a trainer knows he will get the full quota 
from each. His mounts generally cool out quick- 
ly, in some instances astonishingly so in view of 
their titanic efforts, and, as a rule, are again 
ready for their best within a few days. 


Of that handy guy, Sande, it was said he has 
wonderful hands and is a heady rider, but has a 
bad seat and is woefully deficient in the proper 
employment of the whip. Sande now weighs 
around 130 pounds and it is said that he has 
about definitely decided to quit the saddle for a 
stage career, as a tenor. He will go down in his- 
tory as one of the best riders of all time. It 
was remarked of McAtee that he is at all times 
a very intelligent, polished young man. He has 
been rising for many years and is right at the 
top of his form each season. McAtee was voted 
the best “finisher” in the country. Whenever the 
result is close, looks like a dead heat from where 
you sit, you will see McAtee’s number drop in the 
slot almost every time. He has a great knack 
of getting that last nod. 

“Sonny” Workman, who recently signed a 
contract to ride for C. V. Whitney next year 
at the largest fee paid any present-day rider in 
America, was described as having no peer at 
making horses run which are sulkers, throat- 
latchers, etc. He is of the whooptedoo variety 
and reminds one of the old-timers of Carol 
Schilling, of whom it was said that “he could 
use a whip so fast you’d think he was using 
three at once.” 

And the old jock himself, Mack Garner, came 
in for plenty of praise. When in his best form, 
Garner has no superiors. However, he is accused 
of sometimes deciding for himself before a con- 
test whether his mount has a chance or not. 

Of the younger riders the sensational ap- 
prentice Eugene James was the only one accorded 
a mention. It was decided that he has great 
possibilties and might some day see the very top 
rung. A likeable chap who has no bad habits 
and is a hard, conscientious worker. Didn’t 
know how to knot the reins in mid-summer, but 
is learning the rudiments quickly. Horses which 
seemingly will not extend themselves a yard for 
many pilots “run their heads off” for James.

N. “DICK” VESTAL reports that the 
R. Three D’s stock, which is wintering at the 
Waggoner ranch in Texas, is doing splendidly and 
that the large band includes some quite promis- 
ing coming juveniles, several of which are the 
get of that popular sire, *Sir Gallahad III. The 
race meet at Arlington Downs was a great suc- 
ces and Vestal says his employer, W. T. Wag- 
goner, is well pleased with the manner in which 
the populace in his neighborhood responded to 
his sporting gesture. Dick has high hopes of 
Pansy Walker developing into one of the real 
queens of the turf next season and says that she 
is letting down and filling out wonderfully.

OOD F. AXTON has the prize weanling 

filly in these parts on his Wildwood Farm, 
up at Skylight, Ky. This miss is an own-sister 
to Montanaro, a record holder, and is by Mr. 
Axton’s pet stallion, Ormont. This little lady is 
a bay and an altogether taking filly from any 
angle. Her dam died shortly after foaling her, 
and “Orphan Annie,’ ’as the filly is called, was 
reared by the Axtons. She can beat anything 


else in the large paddock reserved for the wean- 
ling fillies ‘‘all hollow.”

ND if Phar Lap had come along in the 
days of Grey Lag, Exterminator, Cudgel, 
Boniface, Mad Hatter and Sir Barton, we would 
have had a half-dozen racers with which to test 
his mettle. About the only one which is men- 
tioned in connection with a match against the 
Australian flyer is Dr. Kilmer’s Sun Beau, a 
really good racer, but I hardly think he com- 
pares with Thoroughbreds such as were those 
mentioned above. Whether the “Swamp-Root 
King” will consider taking his horse to Australia 
for a crack at Phar Lap is a much mooted ques- 
tion. He'll probably make a statement in that 
regard soon. Whatever comes of Mr. Davis’ 
challenge, don’t imagine that his gelded son of 
Night Raid is, in any manner, a “sucker horse.” 
In truth, he might be able to beat any other 
racer in the universe, doing anything, on Aus- 
tralian courses—this last is the catch in Mr. 
Davis’ far-flung proposal. Still, if you take your 
horse down there and beat Phar Lap, Mr. Davis 
stands ready to make it worth your while— 
you can win “enough money to pay the German 
debt.” 


The closest approach to familiarity the writer 
can claim with Phar Lap is in what he discerned 
of the rangy gelding’s powers through a short 
surveillance in a “movie’”—a very good one for 
“a’ that and a’ that,” however. I get to the 
“movies” on an average of about twice a year 
and had not a friend informed me that the pic- 
tures of the race for the Melbourne Cup of last 
year were showing at a certain house in Louis- 
ville, I probably would have missed seeing it 
run off. In the opening scenes of the sketch 
were shown the stands and the crowd, bits of 
the betting ring and the throngs in the field—it 
all looked very much as I have always imagined 
Derby-day at Epsom Downs appears. It seemed 
that the whole of Australia must have turned out 
en masse to witness the struggle. 


I had previously studied some very good pic- - 
tures of Phar Lap, so had no difficulty in picking 
him out among the starters in the parade. A 
very tall leggy animal, heavily bandaged in front, 
he towered over his opposition. There was a 
large number of starters and in the actual run- 
ning Phar Lap was never prominent until the 
last quarter, finishing second. His kinsman, 
Night March, won off by himself, but I liked 
Phar Lap’s way of going much the best. He was 
coming with a grand rush and the strides that 
lean, hungry-looking gelding was taking at the 
end were space-devouring. With high weights 
up, over a distance, and on his own brand of race 
track, Phar Lap would be practically invincible. 

* * 


O, I have been discovered! The man from Scot- 

land Yard came in the form of the learned 
“Roamer.” My dear fellow, I had no idea what- 
ever, when I selected the pen name of “Old Rose- 
bud,”’ of misleading anyone into the belief that 
I was a candidate to the homes of the aged and 
infirm, nor did I choose the name in order to 
hide my identity. It seems to me that it has 
become quite the practice with writers of many 
years standing to duck behind their much flaunted 
experience when nothing in the form of logic is 
left with which to prove a point. I shouldn’t dare 
to contest anything you might have to say, 
Roamer, in regard to racing and horses of “them 
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days,” articles anent which I enjoy reading from 
your pen. 

I fear, friend Roamer, that you are deviating 
a bit from the subject. The question was wheth- 
er or not “hop” or “dope,” call it what you will, 
has an adverse effect upon the stud careers of 
those animals which are administered the drugs 
during their racing days. In pointing to Old Rose- 
bud as a racer which was subjected to the prac- 
tice in his racing days, you have, of course, 
proved nothing, as he was a gelding. Another 
you indicate as having raced long and hard and 
as having appeared on the “Twenty list” with 
the performances of his second crop to reach the 
races, but who knows but what he may have 
rated much higher on that list had he never 
been doped or hopped, if it is that he really was 
doped or hopped? It is just one of those dis- 
putes which have no end, just as are those com- 
parisons of racers of different generations. There 
is no proof to be advanced by either side. 


If you prefer hop horses, you may have them, 
and welcome. It seems to me only logical to 
presume that giving ever increasing doses of 
poison to any living thing will have its ill effect 
on that thing’s whole being. The poisons sent 
through the system on being hopped will, in the 
course of nature, pass off. Still I cannot but 
think that the hop horse is torn down by the 
stuff, in some instances more slowly than in 
others, perhaps, but “it is the steady drip that 
wears the stone away.” It has shortened the 
lives of some and killed others outright. Those 
which survive it certainly must be the worse for 
the experience.

DISPUTED RACING DEAL. 

N France, according to Paris dispatches to Lon- 

don papers, keen interest is being taken in a 
law suit involving $120,000, brought by M. Marc 
Gugenheim, a prominent owner of race horses, 
against the Duc and Duchesse de Talleyrand. M. 
Gugenheim alleges in his petition that the duch- 
esse, formerly Miss Anna Gould, daughter of the 
late Jay Gould, of New York, agreed one evening 
last March at Cannes to acquire a half-share in 
M. Gugenheim’s stable, which included Himar, 
winner of the Milan Grand Hurdle Race, and 
several other good horses. 

The duchesse, it is said, gave a check on ac- 
count for $25,000, but later she changed her mind, 
alleging that M. Gugenheim had persuaded her to 
conclude the arrangement in the absence of her 
husband, and that he had resorted to bribery to 
have the stable over-valued. 

She lodged a complaint against M. Gugenheim, 
alleging swindling and corruption, which charges 
were dismissed, and the suit now alleges the 
duchesse made an unfounded accusation. 


THE CHALLENGE. 

From English papers received the past week, 
it appears that D. S. Davis, owner, and not H. R. 
Telford, lessee, threw out the challenge to the 
world in behalf of Phar Lap, internationally 
known as the Australian wonder horse. Great 
interest appears to have been aroused in Europe 
by the challenge, but the press seems largely to 
have the opinion that nothing is to come of it, at 
least in so far as England is concerned. Lord 
Glanely has said he would “certainly never think 
of sending Singapore to race in Australia.” Fred 
Darling, who has charge of the Australian horse 
Strephon II, which has been in England eighteen 
months, and is considered to be “just about right 
now,” regards it as a “fascinating, but impracti- 
cable proposal,’ and says “six months would be 
all too short a period within which a horse could 
become acclimatized after arrival in Australia.” 

The Referee (London) relates that “Phar Lap 
stands for lightning,” and remarks that “so, ap- 
parently, does the horse.” Further, this paper 
says: “Different distances do not trouble him. 
He will smash up a hot field of sprinters and 
nonchalantly hold the best horses at bay over a 
long journey,” also, “bookmakers refuse to lay 
against him. It is no good backing him on the 
tote, because nearly everybody else does so, and 
the profit is therefore negligible. Owners are 
now refusing to run their horses against him.” 


GUARDING STABLE SECRETS. 


Action has been brought in England’s high 
court of justice, chancery division, by Henry 
Seymour Persse, trainer of a public stable at 
Stockbridge, Hants, against Messrs. Prebble and 
Wiffen, garage keeper and news agent, respect- 
ively, at Stockbridge, to “restrain them from pro- 
curing, inciting, inducing, or instigating any ap- 
prentices, stable-boys, or employees of the plain- 
tiff to disclose his secrets or to give information 
concerning his business to anyone and from con- 
spiring together to do so.” 

The petition alleges that the men had been get- 
ting the stable boys into public houses and pro- 
viding them with drinks, after which they ex- 
tracted information from them concerning works 
of the horses and weights carried in the trials. 
The information thus obtained was sold by Preb- 
ble after the manner of racing tipsters. 
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LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES . 


ECOND to Princess Doreen on the list of 
American money-winning mares is Man 0’ 
War's daughter, Bateau, which could give and 
take with the best racers of her time. Bateau 
was never an outstanding racer, even in her own 
sex, but under the training of Scott P. Harlan 
she rose to heights often enough to amass a 
total of $120,760 in three years racing.

Walter M. Jeffords bred and raced Bateau. 
She made her first start in a maiden filly race 
June 3, 1927, at Belmont Park, finishing second 
to Black Patti, beaten a length. Three days 
later she won the Fashion Stakes, 4% furlongs, 
with 111 pounds, by three-quarters of a length, 
beating Nitouche, Nixie, etc. At Aqueduct she 
carried 122 pounds and was third to Princess 
Tina (122) and Nixie in the five-furlongs Clover 
Stakes, and, with 122 pounds up, was third to 
One Hour (112) and Giggleorum (112) in the 
Astoria Stakes, same distance. At Saratoga, 
with 122 pounds up, she was beaten by Pennant 
Queen (112) in the 514 furlongs Schuylerville 
Stakes, with Anita Peabody (124) third, the only 
time the latter was ever beaten. She also finished 
third with 122 pounds to Twitter (112) and 
Jollity (112) in the Spinaway Stakes, six fur- 
longs. Going back to Belmont, Bateau (119) was 
third to Glade (114) and One Hour (122) in the 
Matron Stakes, six furlongs, and unplaced in the 
_ Tomboy Handicap. At Havre de Grace she was 
unplaced in the Eastern Shore Handicap won by 
Happy Time. At Laurel, with 116 pounds up, she 
was beaten a neck by Cayuga in the National 
Stakes, six furlongs, track sloppy, and on 
October 22, with 115 pounds, won the one-mile 
Selima Stakes, worth $23,985 to the winner, by 
eight lengths, with Twitter (119) second. Her 
time, 1:39 1-5, is the fastest yet recorded in the 
Selima. November 4, with 116 pounds up, she 


finished third to Glade (114) and Petee-Wrack 
(119) in the one-mile Pimlico Futurity, beaten a 
head and a neck. She was disqualified for having 
crowded Reigh Count. Earl Sande rode her. His 
license was suspended after the race. 

As a 3-year-old Bateau made her debut at 
Havre de Grace April 16, beating Night Life a 
head in a 5% furlongs purse race. She was third 
to Princess Tina and Nixie in the Pimlico Oaks, 
1 1-16 miles, equal weights, and unplaced in 
Victorian’s Preakness. At Belmont Park, with 
114 pounds, she was third to Twitter (114) and 
Nixie (110), in the one-mile Ladies’ Handicap. 
June 6 she won the Coaching Club American 
Oaks, 1 3-8 miles, track muddy, with 121 pounds, 
with two other daughters of Man o’ War, Dark- 
ness and Valkyr, second and third. At Aqueduct 
she carried 123 pounds to victory in the Gazelle 
Stakes, beating Bradley’s Peggy, Twitter, etc., 
at 1 1-16 miles, and was unplaced in Genie’s 
Dwyer Stakes. 

Bateau’s best year was 1929, when she was 
four. She was unplaced in Diavolo’s Dixie Han- 
dicap at Pimlico. Moving to Belmont Park, she 
finished second, with 126 pounds, to Lace (114) 
in the Ladies’ Handicap, one mile, and third, to 
Petee-Wrack and Budy Bauer in the Metro- 
politan Handicap, one mile. June 1 she ran one 
of the great races of her career, winning the 


Suburban Handicap, with 112 pounds, from 
Petee-Wrack, Toro, Sunfire and others, in a 
finish that saw four heads on the post. Her 


time for the ten furlongs was 2:03 2-5. At Sara- 
toga she was third to Diavolo and Hot Toddy in 
the Saratoga Handicap, 144 miles; won the Whit- 
ney Stakes, 144 miles, with 121 pounds, beating 
Comstockery (117) a head; and was unplaced in 
Petee-Wrack’s Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handi- 
cap. A month later, at Havre de Grace, with top 
weight of 116 pounds, she .won the Autumn 
Handicap, beating Bobashela, Princess Tina, etc., 
and later was beaten by Sun Beau and Glen Wild 
over a heavy track. After winning a handicap 
race at Pimlico she finished out of the money in 
Diavolo’s Bowie Handicap. November 20 she 
was second to Misstep in a handicap at 1 1-16 
miles, and three days later she came back to win 
her richest stakes, the Southern Maryland Han- 
dicap, 1 1-16 miles, with 113 pounds up, beating 
Victorian (122), Balko (111) and others, and 
earning $39,600. That was her last race. 
Bateau’s is a pedigree full of distance runners. 
*Escuina, her dam, was by the French Ecouen 
out of Lisette IX, a noted producer, grand- 
daughter of *Fairy Gold, giving Bateau a double 
cross of that great mare. Lisette IX is half- 
sister to Golden Legend, dam of the sires Dark 
Legend and Golden Orb. Bateau’s first mate 
was *Sun Briar, and the career of Sun Beau, by 
*Sun Briar out of the Fair Play mare, Beautiful 
Lady, is an augury of success for the foal. 


SHORT NAMES. 


The Ramapo Stable (George U. Harris) has

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GIFFORD A. COCHRAN’S SUDDEN DEATH IN NEW YORK 


MILKMAN, making deliveries, at 7:20 o’clock 

on the morning of December 5, discovered 
the body of Gifford Alexander Cochran, dead 
from heart failure, in the hallway outside his 
apartment, 717 Madison Avenue. He had been 
dead about three hours, an assistant medical ex- 
aminer later reported. Mr. Cochran’s death will 
remove a great fortune from racing, unless one 
of his sons or his daughter elect to carry on his 
Turf interests. 

Mr. Cochran’s grandfather, Alexander Smith, 
was a pioneer carpet 
manufacturer at Yonk- 
ers, N. Y., and from 
him an estate of about 
$12,000,000 descended 
to Gifford A. Cochran 
and his brother, Alex- 
ander Smith Cochran. 
Gifford A. Cochran was 
graduated at Yale in 
1903 and entered the 
2arpet factory, of which 
he later became presi- 
dent. He married in 
1906 Miss Mabel Hey- 
wood Taylor, of Phila- 
delphia. Mrs. Cochran 
obtained a divorce in 
Paris in 1927 and mar- 
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Daughter of the late three children of Mr. 

Gifford A. Cochran. and Mrs. Cochran are 
Gifford, Jr., Drayton Cochran and Mrs. George 
Atwell, Jr., who was married last year. Drayton 
Cochran is now a student at Yale University. 
Other surviving relatives are Mrs. Thomas Ewing, 
Mrs. Percy H. Stewart, Mrs. Elsie Cochran Bow- 
en, sisters, and William F. Cochran, of Baltimore, 
a brother. He was a nephew of John Sanford. 
The extent of the estate is not known, but it in- 
cludes a number of interests besides the exten- 
sive carpet manufacturing business. 


Sport was a lifelong interest of Gifford A. 
Cochran. After his college days he kept a string 
of polo ponies and was a noted player. He took 
much interest in automobile racing, and was a 
designer of racing cars. He later became inter- 
ested in Thoroughbreds, and owned, among oth- 
ers, the great race mare, Fairy Wand, but his 
activity in this field was interruped by the war, 
in which he had a distinguished record. He was 
cited for bravery while serving with the Italian 
troops in October, 1918, when, as a member of 
the Red Cross service, he administered comfort 
to soldiers under heavy fire. 

Mr. Cochran spent large sums to establish his 
racing stable. In 1923 he paid Edward Simms 
$140,000 for his pick of six yearlings from Xalapa 
Farm. The yearlings were Pocantico, Dangerous, 
Battlefield, North Pole, Manifold and Coventry. 
Only the last-named was successful. The same 
year he purchased for $21,000 a yearling which 
was later named Flying Ebony. He had already 
paid $50,000 for Goshawk and $25,000 for Sun 
Flag. He then brought William Duke back from 
England to train the stable. Mr. Duke patched 
Coventry up sufficiently to win the Preakness of 
1925 with him, and a few days later captured 
the Kentucky Derby with Flying Ebony. Shortly 
afterward Mr. Cochran was elected to member-

ship in the Jockey Club. He first bred Thorough- 
‘breds at his farm at Mount Kisco, N. Y., but 
six years ago he purchased from Grover and J. 
Tandy Hughes, acting for the estate of J. R. 
‘Hughes, the 200-acre Shandon Stud, on the Rus- 
sell Cave Pike, Fayette County, Kentucky, op- 
posite Kingston Stud, for $70,000. There he 
moved his broodstock and there he bred, amon; 

others, Genie and Epithet, sons of Fairy Wand, 
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and the sturdy Flying Heels. Genie won a Dwyer 
Stakes, Riggs Handicap and other races for him, 
Epithet won the 1930 Hopeful Stakes, and Flying 
Heels’ greatest victory was in the Pimlico Futu- 
rity of 1929. Henry McDaniel, one of America’s 
greatest trainers, has the Cochran horses in 
charge and has won notable successes with them. 
Last year the stable won $159,435; this year it 
has earned $148,170. In 18 years of racing Mr. 
Cochran’s horses won $893,747.

HENRY F. GRIFFIN DEAD. 

Henry F. Griffin, one of the leading riders of 
thirty-odd years ago, died Thursday morning, 
December 4, at the Harbor Hospital in Brooklyn. 
He had been in poor health for a year or more. 

Jockey Griffin was born in New York City, 
December 13, 1876. About 1891 he was ap- 
prenticed to James Shields, who gave him his 
early training and his start as a rider. His first 
mount was Alaric, owned by Mr. Shields. David 
Gideon, who, with William Daly, was then racing 
one of the best stables in the East, secured Grif- 
fin’s services and saw him bring home two Futu- 
rity winners in successive years, The Butterflies 
and Requital, both flying the Gideon and Daly 
colors. James R. and Foxhall Keene, Michael 
and Phil Dwyer, Pierre Lorillard, Gideon L. 
Knapp, E. J. Baldwin, Edward Corringan and 
August Belmont were other owners for whom 
Griffin rode successfully. Among his mounts 
were Lady Violet, Henry of Navarre, Ramapo, 
Clifford, Handspring and Hastings. He retired 
from the saddle in 1896. During recent years he 
had been associated with books on the New York 
tracks.

THE GRASSLANDS STEEPLECHASE 


By FRANCES KANE. 

ITH slippery, soft going and 26 fences to 

hurdle, the International Steeplechase at 
Grasslands for the King of Spain’s Gold Cup, on 
December 6, proved to be an endurance contest 
in which Mrs. M. K. Stevenson’s famous steeple- 
chaser, Alligator, was victorious. After the first 
time around the course modeled after the Eng- 
lish Aintree course, there was competition for 
first place only between Alligator, ridden by Mr. 
C. Plumb, Jr., and Mr. Allison Stern’s Waverley 
Star, ridden by Mr. J. Skinner. These two horses - 
were jumping shoulder to shoulder in the last 
half of the last time around, until the final 
jump, when Alligator went down. Waverly 
Star cleared the jump, took about five strides, 
crossed his legs, and he too went down, falling 
with his head under him. He never rose again. 
The crowd of 10,000 spectators were breathless, 
until Mr. Plumb was seen remounting Alligator, 
and then shouts cheered him on until he rode the 
chestnut gelding, by Iron Grey out of Florida, 
past the finishing line to win the greatest steeple- 
chase of its kind ever run in America. The time 
for the four miles and a half was 11 minutes and 
five seconds. Three minutes later Mr. J. E. Ryan 
rode Mrs. W. Plunkett Stewart’s Bally Yarn to 
second place, having remounted after a spill at 
the twenty-second obstacle, and Jockey J. Jasper 
brought Austin H. Niblack’s Maitland in as the 
clockers marked 18 minutes and three seconds. 
Col. R. R. McCormick, of Chicago, presented the 
gold cup, donated by Alphonso XIII, King of 
Spain, to Mrs. M. K. Stevenson. Her share of 
the stakes was $5,000. Mrs. Stewart received 
$1,000 as second money and Mr. Niblack saved 
his entrance fee of $250. 


Seventeen of the 19 horses entered faced the 
barrier and Starter C. J. FitzGerald had them 
off to a good start. At the second jump Eric 
Atterbury, who came over from England to ride 
Mrs. G. Alexander Brown’s Kilbairn, suffered a 
concussion when his mount took a heavy fall. 
The riderless Kilbairn endangered the other 
horses by keeping well up with the field and 
taking almost every jump. Byron Hilliard’s Red 
Gold was jumping beautifully but came down 
shortly after the start, giving his rider a spill 
that resulted in a broken collar bone and it was 
understood that the horse was injured to such an 
extent that he would have to be destroyed. Julius 
Fleischmann’s Irish Lad dropped dead after go- 
ing approximately half way. 

Other horses which started were W. L. New- 
ell’s *St. Roy, Dorwood Stables’ *Le Digard, 
Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s *Rose Dunstan and 
Coral Reef II, Mrs. R. R. McCormick’s Aspira- 
tion, Stephen Sanford’s Inverness and Mount 
Etna, Fox Chapel Stud’s *Libertin VIII and *Sar- 
daneza, E. B. Skey’s *Manambar, William Wood- 
ard and Hamburg Place’s Silver Dawn II, and J. 
W. Lawrence’s Bandmaster. Only three finished. 

Many important personages in the Turf world 
attended the steeplechase and were guests at 
Grasslands, the sportsman’s haven. It was the 
opinion of many that the event is certain to be 
an annual affair, and that John Gourlay and his 
associates had succeeded in building a course 
that tests to the extreme the mettle of jumpers.

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By J. A. ESTES. 


TO DUNTREATH FARM. 


HIGH, wide and handsome farm is Duntreath. 
One can stand on a hill in its midst and come 
to the conclusion that he is on the highest point 
in Fayette County. As for its width, it stretches 
from the Versailles pike to the Harrodsburg pike 
and from the Lane Allen road to the Mason- 
Headley road and on beyond until it comes with- 
in a few hundred yards of the city limits of Lex- 
ington. Nine hundred acres are within its fences. 
Its handsomeness will be manifest to anyone who 
stands on the high hill in its midst and looks out 
toward the residence and the Versailles pike. The 
hill itself slopes quickly down to a brook which 
saunters diagonally across the farm. Beyond the 
stream rises another hill, more gradual in its 
contours, on the top of which, facing the Ver- 
sailles pike from a distance, stands the tree- 
hemmed residence. Not 
far from the house, on 
the right slope of the 
hill, are several build- 
ings, the largest of 
which now constitutes 
headquarters for Victo- 
rian and some _ other 
horses. Thence extend- 
ing down the hill to the 
right is a roadway col- 
onnaded on either side 
by  thin-spired ever- 
greens. Near the foot of 
this double colonnade of 
trees, one on each side, 
rise two high, white col- 
umns which appear at 
Out of focus but not monuments to some de- 
out of humor. parted valor, but turn 
out to be nothing more awe-compelling than a 
couple of silos left standing when the dairy barn 
was torn down a few years ago. Two roads in- 
tersect at right angles half-way down the hill 
behind and to the left of the house, cutting the 
farm roughly into four rectangles Trucks are 
laboring along these roads, carrying dirt to build 
them up or crushed rock for paving them. The 
trucks come up from a quarry in the hollow 
close by the twin silos. When the two and a 
quarter miles of road are paved a dam will be 
built across the stream and a 30-acre lake will 
flood the quarry and wet the feet of the silos, if 
it happens they are allowed to remain that long. 
From this lake the stream will emerge to mean- 
der north and west to a swimming pool in the 
midst of a grove, and thence wander on toward 
the river, having done more than its share to- 
ward making the place beautiful. 

Duntreath is young as a home of Thorough- 
breds. It was something less than twenty years 
ago that Silas B. Mason bought the small tract 
to which he later added, little by little, the ad- 
joining farms until he had more than 900 acres 
of rolling bluegrass sod. For several years the 
farm was the site of a thriving dairy, but the 
cows were dismissed in favor of the Thorough- 
breds about the same time C. B. Shaffer’s Cold- 
stream Farm took the same step. It has been 
the home of running horses for five years. Its 
reconstruction as a Thoroughbred nursery is not 
nearly complete. Gilbert Mastin, nephew of Mr. 
Mason and manager of the farm, is directing the 
work of remaking the place as well as caring

for the equine inmates. Two of the tobacco barns 
on the farm have been remodeled for Thorough- 
breds and have proved to be excellent homes for 
them. One of the barns was cut up into 15 stalls, 
each 14x12 feet, with a feed room on the ground 
floor. The other, a smaller barn, made only six 
stalls of the same size. The ample space pro- 
vided for hanging tobacco was made into lofts 
for storing feed. The barns are high and airy, a 
noticeable advantage in the winter when it be- 
comes necessary to close the outer doors against 
rough weather. 

Two special horse barns have been built near 
the exit to the Lane Allen road, opposite the 
Scarlet Gate Farm of Clarence LeBus. These 
are of a popular type, with the stalls opening on 
the outside. Each stable is composed of 12 stalls, 
arranged in parallel rows of six. A narrow run- 
way passes between the two rows, and from this 
runway an attendant may feed and water the 
mares or weanlings in a very short while, by 
merely leaning over the partitions and pouring 
oats and water into the proper receptacles. In 
the loft is plenty of room for hay, with a con: 
venient arrangement for throwing down hay 
without undue labor. In one corner of the loft 
is a bin large enough to contain a winter’s supply 
of oats. From the bottom of this bin a chute 
runs down to the ground floor to a little alcove 
where an attendant may fill his feed-bucket in 
an instant. The chief advantage of this type of 
barn is its convenience. Feeding may be done 
in minimum time. It is built with wide over- 
hanging eaves on each , 
side which provide a 
shelter for turned out 
stock. 

“Besides,” said Mr. 
Mastin, as he and The 
Estes arrived at the 
top of the stairs lead- 
ing to the loft, “the 
barn is rat-proof and 
bird-proof.” 

Up under the rafters 
a big-eared owl blinked, 
a little bewildered. 

The two barns, now 
used for housing wean- 
lings, are about a hun- 
dred yards apart. Mid- 
way between them is a 
little one-room house 
where an_ attendant 
in an — acci- 
near the horses. ent. 

The newly elected equine head of this demesne 
is Victorian, son of Whisk Broom II, from Pru- 
dery. His picture appeared on the cover of a 
recent number of THE BLOOD-HORSE, and it was 
sufficient to indicate how the horse has filled 
out and what a grand-looking stallion he has 
turned out to be. There is a general notion that 
Victorian is a small horse, but such is not the 
case. He is about 16 hands high. (I have asked 
Mr. Mastin to measure him for THE BLoop- 
HORSE.) He has good quarters, but is especially 
deep under the withers. He has the head of a 
he-horse and the wide jowl you can put your fist 
into. Next spring he will make his first season 
as a Stallion. Fifteen of the mares of the Warm 
Stable of Silas B. Mason and Arnold Hanger will 
be bred to him and about 10 seasons will be avail- 
able to outside mares. More than half of these 
have already been subscribed. Victorian’s serv- 
ices will be doubly valuable because of the fact

that his parents, both illustrious as race horses 
and producers, are both dead. He was a horse 
of burning speed, that could give and take in a 
generation of horses that included Reigh Count, 
Misstep, Toro, Display and such. No horse of 
better apparent qualifications has entered the 
stud service in America in a decade. Just now 
he is housed in a big stable near the house; next 
year he gets a brand new stallion barn. 


The broodmares on the place, most of which 
The Estes and his host found grazing in a valley 
after a long journey into the hinterland, were 
very obviously picked for broodmares. There is 
not an oversized mare among them; they are all 
distinguished by a true feminine appearance; and 
they are mostly of lines and families which have 
been noted for broodmares. Uncle, *Star Shoot, 
*Rock Sand, *Brown Prince II, Hanover, Chelan- 
dry, Maggie B. B. and such people are in their 
pedigrees. The friendship of the late H. P. Whit- 
ney for the owners of the Warm Stable may be 
read in the pedigrees of the yearlings and wean- 
lings on the farm, and in the presence there of 
Victorian himself, but the mares have come from 
other sources. They promise to be a satisfactory 
complement for the Whitney-bred males. Most 
of them are in the following list: 


*Aroma, bay, 1919, by Santry—Martial Note, 
by Carbine, second dam Chelandry. *Aroma is 
half-sister to *Chacolet, winner of $109,244; dam 
of the dead Try Too, one of the best 2-year-olds 
of 1929; barren in 1930 and now in foal to 
Pennant.

Mabel C., bay, 1922, by *Light Brigade—Hin- 
doo Rose, by Hindoo; three-quarters sister in 
blood to Rose of Sharon; winner of 12 races; has 
chestnut weanling filly by High Time, a good- 
looking miss. 


My Tide, bay, 1927, by My Play—Noontide, by 
Colin; first foal to be bred at Duntreath; she 
did not race, and was barren to Broomstick her 


first season in the stud. 


Noontide, brown, 1915, by Colin—Noonday, by 
Domino; half-sister to High Time and six other 
winners; dam of winners; one of the smallest 
Thoroughbred mares in the country; barren in 
1930 and in foal to American Flag. 


Saucy Sue, brown, 1925, by Black Servant— 
Electro, by Electioneer; in foal to Broomstick, 
her first year in the stud. 


Sweet Marie, bay, 1915, by *Ogden—The Lady 
in Blue, by Himyar; dam of winners and half- 
sister to Star Master; has weanling bay colt by 
Eternal; now barren. 

Tolu, bay, 1925, by *Chicle—Margie C., by Fair 
Play; has yearling and weanling colts by Bos- 
tonian and is now in foal to St. James. 

Several other mares owned jointly by Mr. Ma- 
son and his business partner, Arnold Hanger, are 
at the latter’s farm, Arlington, at Richmond, in 
Madison County. These include Cheapside, by 
The Finn; Conference, by *Rock Sand, Eastern 
Star, by Plaudit or *Star Shoot; Lady Dorothy, 
by Helmet (in foal to Bostonian); Rosa Greener, 
by Everest (in foal to Transmute); Tea Cake, 
by Tea Caddy (in foal to Bostonian), and *The 
Wench, by Son-in-Law. 


THE YEARLINGS 


In the pasture which reaches up to the top of 
the aforementioned high hill grazed a group of 
yearling colts. They were bred as follows: Mars 
—wNoontide, Broomstick—*Aroma, Sun Flag— 
*Flollies, Mad Hatter—Cheapside, Bostonian— 
Tolu, Macaw—-Tea Cake. In a field next to them 
were three yearling fillies, by *Epinard—*The 
Wench, Supremus—Lady Dorothy, and Sun Flag 
—Duchess Kathleen. In the latter group the *Ep- 
inard filly is undoubtedly one of the best looking 
yearlings in the Blue Grass. She is beautifully 
turned and has a fine feminine head. Her trial 
tab at the Kentucky Association course this fall 
was a quarter in :23 2-5. When the Warm Sta- 
ble yearlings were at the track she attracted 
more attention among horsemen than did any of 
the other coming 2-year-olds. 

Of the colts, the bay son of Broomstick from 
*Aroma has won chief favor. He is obviously a 
son of Broomstick, medium-sized, good-boned, 
compactly built. Perhaps the chief point in his 
favor is that he is a half-brother to the departed 
Try Too, a 2-year-old of no mean rating last 
year, which died at Louisville during the winter. 
In his trials he failed to show as fast as several 
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of the others, but Mr. Mastin believes he will 
turn out a 2-year-old of considerable class. 

The chestnut colt by Mad Hatter out of Cheap- 
side earlier in the season was characterized by a 
horseman of many years experience as one of 
the best of the year. Since that appraisal the 
colt has been sick for some time. He is just now 
coming back to his best health. The bay by Sun 
Flag—Follies is an own brother to Repentance, 
a 2-year-old stakes winner of this year. The bay 
by Macaw—Tea Cake is half-brother to Rusty. 
The brown son of Bostonian and Tolu, by *Chicle, 
the first foal of his dam, is the largest yearling 
on the place, but is not at all too large to make 
a good racing tool. His trials were good. Ina 
barn near the pasture were seen two more year- 
ling colts, being kept up because of some doctor- 
ing of their legs. One was a big brown colt by 
Bunting—Florida Blossom, a strapping fellow, 
full of energy. The other was a chestnut by 
Wise Counsellor—Lady Brown, whose suspicious 
forelegs had been fired. 

THE WEANLINGS 

The weanlings, when inspected, had been taken 
up from the field and housed for the night in the 
special stables previously described. They have 
already been accounted for in connection with 
the list of mares on the place, with three excep- 
tions. These are a bay colt by Dress Parade— 
Eastern Star, a bay filly by Transmute—Rosa 
Greener, and a bay filly by Macaw—Tea Cake. 
A chestnut filly by High Time out of Mabel C., 
by *Light Brigade, is one of the most prized 
weanlings. She is knit on the High Time pat- 
tern. Her dam, Mabel C., was by *Light Brigade 
—Hindoo Rose. Rose of Sharon was by *Light 
Brigade out of a daughter of Hindoo Rose. The 
Macaw—Florida Blossom filly is another young- 
ster which appears to be provided with all the 
fundamentals for setting up shop as a good racer. 
The foals all did well when they were weaned. 
Mr. Mastin weaned most of them when “the 
sign” was just right, but it was a coincidence, 
he said. He weans them when they’re ready for 
weaning, about five months from the foaling 
date, let the sign be right or wrong. 

As a matter of fact, there are few dogmas of 
any sort at Duntreath. In breeding they follow 
no plan that is more complicated than John E. 
Madden’s method, breeding a good mare to a 
good horse. You can’t pry a theory out of any- 
body on the place. They seem to have come to 
the conclusion that they are going to raise horses, 
and not explain how horses ought to be raised. 
They work on lines of plain common sense. If 
there is anything that is insisted on with par- 
ticular emphasis, it is cleanliness. Clean stalls 
and fresh air that is never turned off help keep 
all the Thoroughbreds healthy nearly all the time. 
There is very little sickness on the place. 

Several horses are at the farm which may re- 
turn to the races. The Nut is among them, and 
Cady Hill and Billy Champ. Wise Counsellor’s 
son, Rusty, is at Arlington Farm. The Nut, it 
has been decided, will be raced next season. 
Plans are not made for Cady Hill, which was pur- 
chased from H. P. Whitney in the same lot with 
The Nut and Victorian. His unsoundness makes 
his future doubtful. 

Duntreath is almost, but not quite, a 100 per 
cent horse farm. You can stop at Duntreath 
Gardens on the Versailles pike and buy flowers 
from Harry Lindbergh, in charge of the floral 
department of the farm. You can see a crop of 
burley hanging in the one tobacco barn which has 
not been made into a stable. But nearly all the 
broad acres are given over to blue grass and

Thoroughbreds. For the last three years the 
place has been in the process of remodeling, and 
the end is not in sight. A few more years will 
make it one of the best equipped, most beautiful, 
and, we may expect, one of the most successful 
Thoroughbred nurseries in Kentucky’s wide gar- 
dens of bluegrass. 

NOTE: Since the foregoing was written, Mr. 
Mastin has reported that he has had Victorian 
make service and that an examination declared 
his fertility. He is normal and entirely qualified 
for stallion service, the veterinary, Dr. Charles 
Hagyard, said.

RECEIVER FOR HIMYAR STUD. 


EDERAL JUDGE A.M. J. COCHRAN, in the 

Court for the Eastern District of Kentucky, 
at Catlettsburg, Monday, December 8, on appli- 
cation of J. W. Murphy, trainer, appointed Joseph 
E. Harting, of Lexington, to be receiver for the 
Himyar Stud, Incorporated, and for Col. Phil T. 
Chinn, personally and as president of the corpo- 
ration. The action, THE BLOOD-HORSE under- 
stands, was by and with the consent of Colonel 
Chinn and was precipitated through his inability 
to collect some $150,000 due him on notes. The 
statement of the affairs of the corporation and 
of Colonel Chinn personally, as made to attor- 
neys Townsend & Park, of Lexington, represent- 
ing the receiver, show assets of approximately 
$1,000,000 and liabilities of approximately $500,- 
000, the assets being principally Thoroughbred 
horses and notes for Thoroughbreds sold from 
time to time. The receiver, we understand, in- 
tends to have a series of sales, first of horses in 
training, and to sell privately when possible. 
Colonel and Mrs. Chinn now are in New York. 


WOOLF EMPLOYS STEWART. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE extends its congratulations 
to Herbert M. Woolf, of Kansas City, Mo., noted 
owner of a string of fine show horses and ex- 
cellent business man, upon his selection of Dan 
T. Stewart to be trainer of his string of running 
horses. This publication further congratulates 
him upon having secured the splendid filly, Lady 
Broadcast, to head the string. Lady Broadcast 
is now at the Kentucky Association track in 
charge of Trainer Stewart, who brought her here 
after her purchase at the Rogers Caldwell dis- 
persal sale at Brentwood Hall, near Nashville, 
November 5. There is a possibility that she may 
be sent to Agua Caliente to run in the Agua 
Caliente Handicap, but this will depend upon how 
the daughter of Messenger shapes up during the 
next 30 days. 


ARLINGTON PARK STAKES. 


Stakes at the third meeting of the new Arling- 
ton Park Jockey Club will have a larger aggre- 
gate of added money than they did in 1930. The 
directors’ decisions for the 1931 outlay have been 
only tentative, but it has been determined defi- 
nitely that the Classic will have $70,000 added, 
the Post and Paddock Stakes and Arlington Han- 
dicap, $25,000 each, the Stars and Stripes Handi- 
cap and the Arlington Cup, $20,000 each. There 
will be two $5,000 added stakes for steeplechase 
horses, $15,000 for the Arlington Oaks, $10,000 
each for the Hyde Park and Lassie Stakes, for 2- 
year-olds, and $10,000 for the Matrons’ Handi- 
cap. The Lassie Stakes money will be increased 
by $2,500 over last year, and the Hyde Park by 
$5,000. The Post and Paddock will be richer by 
$10,000 than last July. 

It has been stipulated in previous runnings of 
the Classic that if the winner had previously won 
the Preakness, Kentucky Derby, Belmont Stakes 
or American Derby, his owner would be given an 
additional $10,000. This clause will not appear 
in the conditions for 1931. , 

Arlington Park stakes will have their first 
closing March 7 and a second closing June 1. 
Last year there was one closing, late in May. 
Full conditions for the stakes will be announced 
in February by Managing Director Roy Carruth- 
ers and Racing Secretary Joseph McLennan. 


STUD NEWS 


*UNDER FIRE DEAD. 


T was not generally known until last week 
that the stallion *Under Fire was dead. The 
horse was destroyed in October at the Timber- 
lawn Farm of Edwin K. Thomas in Bourbon 
County, and the report was made to the Jockey 
Club but not to the press. *Under Fire had been 
standing at the Shandon Stud of Gifford A. Coch- 
ran, who passed away last Friday, until the past 
spring, when he suffered a severe attack of blood 
poisoning. Mr. Cochran turned him over to Mr. 
Thomas as a gift, and Mr. Thomas attempted to 
bring him back to health. The blood poisoning 
healed, but left the horse with only two good 
legs, the fore legs being drawn so badly that he 
finally could not stand upon them. 

*Under Fire was a bay horse, foaled in 1916, 
by Swynford—Startling, by Laveno—Astrology 
(dam of *Star Shoot), by Hermit, fifth dam 
Maid of Masham. He was imported to America 
in 1917 by William R. Coe along with 16 other 
yearlings purchased privately from the Sledmere 
Stud, and proved to be the best of the lot. From 
Mr. Coe he passed to David Gideon, for whom 
he raced under the name of J. O. Talbott. Pat- 
rick Dunne, of Lexington, purchased the colt 
from Mr. Gideon in January of his 3-year-old 
form. Mr. Dunne won numerous races with him 
and took third money in the Kentucky Derby 
behind Sir Barton and Billy Kelly. He turned 
bleeder as a 3-year-old. His racing record

*Under Fire served 15 mares in the spring of 
his 4-year-old season, and was returned to train- 
ing, winning three races. Mr. Dunne then sold 
a half interest in him as a stallion to Major 
Thomas C. McDowell and William C. Goodloe 
and retained the other half until Gifford A. 
Cochran purchased *Under Fire and moved him 
to Shandon Stud. His get included Bagenbag- 
gage, Xylophone, Fire Under, Apopka, Aviator, 
Count Palatine, Fire Opal, Mainsheet, Bob 
Rogers and numerous other good winners. 


It might be apropos at this time to suggest to 
breeders the value of daughters of *Under Fire. 
The stallion was closely related to. *Star Shoot, 
America’s greatest broodmare sire since Lexing- 
ton. Although his daughters have been pro- 
ducers only a few years, they have already 
demonstrated their worth. Dugout produced the 
stakes winner Sweep Out, Parley produced the 
stakes winner Mild, Thank You produced the 
frequent winner Confidential, and Flavia foaled 
the winner, Mother’s Choice. Winners out of 
*Under Fire mares this year were Mother’s 
Choice, Confidential, Annie D., Sweep Out, Leros, 
Concord (won two stakes), Bubbling Out, Ger- 
trude Reade, Yorktown and Mild. 


TROXLER REGAINS KING NADI. 


King Nadi is back in possession of John J. 
Troxler and is to begin his career as a stallion 
next season at a farm in the Blue Grass region. 
Mr. Troxler bought King Nadi, now eight years 
old, by King James—*Nadinette, by Fitz Herbert, 
as a yearling, at Saratoga, from A. B. Hancock 
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and Polk Laffoon, who had bought him as a suck- 
ling, with his dam, from the estate of the late 
Henry T. Oxnard, Blue Ridge Stud, Upperville, 
Va. Mr. Troxler raced him quite successfully 
and sold him to Messrs. Bartelstein & Unna, from 
whom he bought him back a few days ago. At the 
close of the Chicago racing season, King Nadi was 
sent to Howard Black’s Silver Lake Farm, in 
Franklin County, where he now is. Announce- 
ment will be made shortly as to his location and 
fee for the season of 19381. King Nadi did not 
race this year, but in the previous seven seasons 
he started in 59 races, won 18, was second in 15, 
third in 6 and unplaced in 20, earning $91,964. 
He came into notice first when he finished second 
to the good horse Captain Hal in the Golden Rod 
Handicap at Latonia as a 2-year-old in 1924. 
Among his victories the next year were the 
Grainger Memorial Handicap and the Latonia 
Championship, and he was second in the Latonia 
Derby, Chicago Derby and Cincinnati Derby. He 
again won the Grainger Memorial Handicap the 
following year, with Princess Doreen among 
those behind him, and he also won the Frontier 
Handicap and Windsor Handicap that year. He 
was a sturdy horse, and since he comes from the 
branch of the No. 4 family to which trace Galtee 
More, Ard Patrick, Blairfinde, White Eagle, 
Sunstar, Winkfield, The Palmer, Nuage, Flying 
Ebony and others, he has credentials for sire- 
dom in respect of blood, as well as of racing.

BLACK TONEY won 7 races, including the Valuation Stakes, at two years old; at three won the Inde- 
pendence Handicap, 1 3-16 miles, a handicap at 1 1-8 miles in 1:50 1-5, another race at 1 1-16 miles; was 
a winner at four and at five was retired to the stud. BLACK TONEY was ninth in the list of leading sires 
in 1923; sixth in 1924; fifteenth in 1925; twelfth in 1926; twelfth in 1927; twenty-third in 1928, and 
eighteenth in 1929.

BLACK SERVANT, a high-class race horse, with dazzling speea, and the ability to carry on over a route, 
as a 2-year-old won at 4 furlongs in 0:48; at 514 furlongs in 1:06 4-5; was second in the Cincinnati Trophy 
and third in the United States Hotel Stakes, the 6 furlongs being run in 1:11 4-5. BLACK SERVAN 
three won the Blue Grass Stakes, Proctor Knott Handicap, Thoroughbred Record Handicap, and a purse 
race; was beaten a head by his stablemate, Behave Yourself, for the Kentucky Derby; second to Grey Lag 
in Devonshire International; second to Sporting Blood in Latonia Championship, second to H. E. Coleman 
in Twin City Handicap. He was not raced at 4, but was a winner at 5. BLACK SERVANT was seventh 
in the list of winning sires in 1929.

BLUE LARKSPUR, one of America’s most brilliant race horses, stands third in the list of great money- 
winning horses, with a total of $272,070 to his credit, Zev and Gallant Fox only being ahead of him in 
earnings. BLUE LARKSPUR won 10 races in 16 starts, was thrice second and once third. At two years 
old he won the National Stallion Stakes, Saratoga Special and Juvenile Stakes, was second to Jack High in 
the Hopeful; only out of the money in the Futurity, in which race he was injured. At three he won the 
first time out, defeating Clyde Van Dusen at 1 1-16 miles. He finished fourth in the Kentucky Derby won 
by Clyde Van Dusen; won the Withers, Belmont ani American Classic Stakes and was second to Grey 
Coat in the Dwyer Stakes. At four he started three tines, his first out being second to Fair Ball in a 
purse race, and then winning the Stars and Stripes Handicap and Arlington Cup. He bowed a tendon while 
at exercise at Arlington Park and this caused his retirement from racing. BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams.

*NORTH STAR III. won the Barton Mills Nursery and Middle Park Plate at Newmarket and $16,875 as a 
2-year-old in England. His first foals came in 1922, and he early entered the list of leading sires. 
In 1924 he was sixteenth; in 1925, fourteenth; in 1926, second to Man o’ War; in 1927, fifteenth; in 1928, 
fifty-first; in 1929, twenty-third. 

*NORTH STAR III's get have won to September 1, 1930, the vast sum of $1,122,692. Among the more 
prominent of the sons and daughters of *NORTH STAR III are BUBBLING OVER (see below), Busy 
American (now a sire), Bet Mosie, Boot to Boot (now in stud), Draconis, Blossom Time, Betty Beall,

At three he won a purse race; the Blue Grass Stakes (1 1-8 miles in 
1:49 3-5, new track record), and the Kentucky Derby, the mile and a quarter in 2:03 4-5.
